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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Currently amended claim 14 includes "a bearing plate" previously recited claim 5; however, claims 4,7,8,10,15- 
18 were never previously dependent from a claim 14 including such limitation; therefore such change raises new issues and would require 
further search and/or consideration. Currently amended claim 1 4 also has been amended to include that the second end of the tubular 
member is "threadedly connected" to the mechanical expansion, such amendment raises new issues that would require further search 
and/or consideration. Currently amended claim 1 4 also has been amended to include that the second end of the elongate member is 
"rotatable relative to the mechanical expansion unit", such amendment raises new issues that would require further search and/or 
consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art fail to teach two 
different anchoring devices being independently operable to provide independent anchoring actions. It should be noted that claim 14 is 
directed to a product claim and the prior art only needs to be capable of performing the intended use. Therefore, the combination of the 
prior art is capable of independently operating the anchoring devices. Applicant argues that Japanese doucment '1 99 and Kovacs teach to 
simultaneously activate the inflatable/mechanial anchoring devices and not independently as called for in the claimed subject matter. It 
should be noted that the limitation of independent activation does not preclude simultaneous activation. Furthermore, the combination of 
Japanese doucment and Kovacs allows for the two different anchoring devices to be independently activated.
